REPORT OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


To tHe Cirzens or Harrisvitte; Gentlemen :—Having at- 
tended to the duties assigned us as your Superintending School 
Committee for the year ending March 1, 1883, we submit the 
following report. 

Feeling a deep interest in the young and rising generation, 
and knowing that education fits them in a great measure for the 
duties of life, we have endeavored to discharge our duties as 
faithfully as possible. In doing this, we clearly foresaw that 
we should not meet the approbation of all; but we are happy to 
say, that most of the parents, teachers and prudential committees 
have given us their cordial co-operation. We found a great 
variety of text books in the schools which divided even small 
schools into many classes. For instance in one school of tweuty- 
five scholars, we found thirty classes. Some of them reciting 
twice a day, and only six hours for all the recitations; from 
which must be deducted, at least one half hour for recesses, 
another half hour for the usual interruptions; leaving only five 
hours to hear about thirty-five recitations, thus affording less 
than nine minutes to each recitation. Itis impossible to awak- 
en in the pupils that degree of interest that should be exercised 
by them, or give such a drilling in any study as they should 
have. We do not recommend a frequent change of text books ; 
but could there be a uniformity of text books in all of our 
schools, it would add greatly to their success. 
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The registers show that tardiness and irregular attendance 
is practiced by too many of our scholars. Thisis generally the 
fault of the parents. They should remember that by this indul- 
gence, they encourage their children in bad habits. Unless the 
parents send their children punctually and regularly, and co-op- 
erate with the teachers in sustaining order and decorum, our 
schools will be of little value. We find here as in cther places, 
that many parents are very anxious to have their children ad- 
vance as fast as possible, and the children are in a hurry to get 
up into the higher classes and to be freed from the restraint of 
school at the early age of fifteen or earlier. A practical educa- 
tion cannot be acquired in this hurried manner. Your commit- 
tee has endeavored to impress upon the mind of each scholar 
the importance of mastering cach branch studied, to that extent 
that they would be able to use it in after life. 

Your committee of last year called your attention to the 
want of more maps, charts, globes etc., in our school houses. 
We also call your attention to this deficiency, hoping that this 
want may be supplied the coming year. 

We also recommend that more mouey be raised for schools. 
Although most of our schools are small, yet each scholar needs 
just-as good advantages as he would if his school was twice as 
large. Then a good class of teachers could be employed, and 
our schools made more profitable; for a teacher is a very impor- 
tant factor in a successful school. We would not ignore other 
influences ; but as Sheriden turned a rout into a victory, so a 
‘good teacher will change a demoralized school into a successful 
‘one. We have learned this by experience, a poor teacher wants 
time and money, but the value of a good one is beyond the 
priceof gold. The failure may not be for the want of knowledge, 
but of executive ability. They cannot govern. The rod is not 
an essential element in government, but a controlling mind is. 
Every one has in view some object, the attainment of which is 
called success. Wise men employ the best means in their 
power to accomplish this end. The educator has his ideal, that 
is to make every child under his care a good and useful citizen, 
to eradicate ignorance and vice, and to bring in the era of knowl- 
edge and virtue. Any man may vote, and those who can only 
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extemporize their name or make their mark, shape the destines 
ofa nation. Alas! for a nation whose voters can neither read 
nor write. The children of to-day will be the sovereigns to- 
morrow controlling the destinies of this republic. We have 
labored for this sovereignty. 

In making our annual report of the several districts we 
shall be brief, yet endeavor to deal justly with all.. But it can- 
not be expected that your committee should know everything 
relating to each district ; therefore we may fail in some points 
through ignorance. . 
Disrricr No. lL. The first three terms were taught by Miss 
Clara E. Lowell. ‘We found the first term in session when we 
were appointed. During the terms which Miss Lowell taught 
good discipline was maintained, and many of the scholars made 
good progress in their studies. 

The names of the scholars who have not been absent or 
tardy during one term, are Arthur Blodgett, George Farwell, 
Addie Page, Maurie Winn, Mary Winn, Jamie Hefferon, Carrie 
Beal, Livine Burk, Mepoleen Bergeren. Thomas Hefferon, 
George Winn, Luman Blodgett, Willie Bergeren, Carrie Mc- 
Donald, Sarah Bodette and Rosie Spoffard, were not absent 
for two terms. Twenty-five scholars were absent one hundred 
aud sixty-eight half days, and tardy twenty times during the first 
term, and forty-nine were absent four hundred and seventy half 
days and tardy thirty-five times the second term, and fifty-nine 
were absent eight hundred and twelve half days and tardy 
twenty-two times the third term. How much can scholars 
learn who are absent so much of the time ? 

The fourth term was taught by Mr. G. W. Wales. This 
term, we are sorry to say was a failure, on account of insubordi- 
nation on the part of some of the oldest scholars; four of whom 
had to be expelled for an assault upon the teacher. Another 
cause of the failure, was a want of governing power and a knowl 
edge of school keeping on the part of the teacher, he having 
never taught school before. It was thought best to close the 
school before the end of theterm. It should have been closed 
at the first of the term. There was no scholar but what was 
absent and tardy this term, except Carrie O. Beal, who attended 
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school five weeks. Forty-two scholars were absent four hun- 
dred and twenty-three half days and tardy fifty-eight times 
during this term. 


District No. 2. The two first terms were taught by Miss 
G. E. Tolman. Miss Tolman won the affection of her pupils 
and was earnest in her efforts for the good of the school, and 
good progress was made by the scholars. But there was not 
so good order either in the school or out of it as was desirable. 

The third term was taught by Miss E. E. Derby, an expe- 
rienced and energetic teacher who devoted all her powers to 
the good of the school, and succeeded in awakening interest in 
the scholars for their studies and the school was a success. 
Names of pupils not absent or tardy during a term—First term, 
Minnie J. Derby, Mabel Parker, Francis LaPoint. Thirty-two 
scholars were absent two hundred and twenty-five half days and 
tardy six times. 

Second term, Lizzie M. Howe, George W. Bemis, Carl H. 
Bemis, LaForrest LaPoint, G@. Grant Mason. Thirty-one schol- 
ars were absent one hundred and thirty-six half days and tardy 
three times. Thirdterm, Minnie J. Derby, Sadie B. Starkey, 
Carl H. Bemis and Bernard F. Bemis. Twenty-two scholars 
were absent one hundred and sixty-four half days and tardy 
eighty-four times. The names of the older scholars, who are 
reported not to have whispered after the first week, during the 
thiid term, Annie H. Mason, Minnie J. Derby, Hattie Seaver, 
Bertha Seaver, Mary Seaver, Sadie B. Starkey, Carl Bemis 
and Merrill Mason. 

~ Disrrictr No. 3. The first term was taught by Mrs. E. P. 
Mills. Mrs. Mills was skillful in the management of the school 
and some progress was made, but the school did not pass so 
g¢ood an examination as was desirable. 


Second term was taught by Miss A. M. Farwell, an experi- 
enced and earnest teacher, and the school was a success and 
passed a good examination at its close. Pupils neither absent 
or tardy during first term, were Nettie J. Nagan, Cora L. Far- 
well, Edith Farwell, Grace Farwell, Mary Mason. Ten schol- 
ars were absent one hundred and nineteen half days and tardy 
three times. Second term, Mary J. Rutherford, Harry Mason, 
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Charlie H. Rutherford. Twelve scholars were absent one 
hundred and seven half days and only one tardy mark for the 
term. 

District No. 4. The first term was taught by Miss E. E. 
Dearby. On our first visit to this school we found it enjoying 
the instruction of an efficient teacher, and the higher branches 
were taught even Latin, and as the school was small we 
thought it advisable to continue the course adopted by the 
teacher. The notice of the close of the school failed to reach 
your Committee so there was no examination, but we have 
learned that the schuol was successful. Katie Townsend was 
not absent or tardy during the first term, and Arthur E. Wright 
was not absent or tardy during the year. _ Four scholars were 
absent twenty-seven half days and tardy five times. 

The second term was taught by Miss Josie Il. Mason. 
This term was prosperous and the pupils sustained themselves 
well under a very close examination at the close, showing that 
that they had been thoroughly instructed by the teacher. Six 
scholars were absent thirty-two half days and tardy four 
times. : 

District No. 5. The first term was taught by Miss Hattie 
M. Wood. On our first visit to this school we saw that the 
scholars had formed the habit of learning their lessons very im- 
perfectly ; therefore, we requested the teacher to have the les- 
sons well learned, if but one was learned during the term. At 
the closing examination we were pleased to see that our request 
had been carried out, and great improvement had been made, 
also good progress in each study. The names of pupils who 
were neither tardy nor absent, Johnnie H. Farwell, Pearley F. 
Traxler, Frank E. Clukay, Josie A. Clukay. Ten scholars were 
absent eighty-six half days and tardy six times. 

The Second term was taught by Miss Jennie M. Carr. 
She took the school where the former teacher left it, and made 
still farther improvement so that the school passed a good ex- 
amination, for she was a good teacher. Names of pupils neither 
tardy nor absent, C Belle Gilchrist, John S. Cushion, James M. 
Cushion. Twelve scholars were absent sixty-seven half days 
and tardy three times.
